law.

made in this and succeeding articles 
is based on a careful study of 'recent 
trends nnd developments within the 
State Department.

The Bourbons were connected to 


the British throne by family, social 
and 
historic tics. 
If 
they return, 


England will be pleased. If they do 
not, the court crowd will help Cham- 
berlain to the- full-BJOcaLjiLltheii- 
powers. 


But popular nationalist movements 


are swinging toward Hitler. This is 
not new. During the World war, pop- 
ular feeling ran high for both sides 
of the western front. The country was 
neutral because it was miltiurily use-

the people were divided. 


Look to Nazi Example 


Franco's generals admire the Ger- 


man war machine and look to it for 
guidance. The young fascists wish to 
copy the Rcich/s churckj, po{io,y and 
labor program.

Italian methods have few supporters. 


The Italians have failed, I hear, to 
create any real sympathy for them or 
for their leader. Spaniards of educa- 
tion look down upon the Romans, those 
without property resent their aid to 
General Franco. 


Tom, therefore, from within and 


without, because Mussolini can de- 
mand and receive aid from General 
Franco, the international course of 
the new Spain will be tortuous if 
nothing else. I would wager most on 
the Reich. 


In business and cultural spheres lite 


Germans have the best chance of hold- 
ing their gains and increasing their 
prestige. This was true before the 
war. German names have graced many 
important Spanish 
families for gen- 


erations.

I think it very likely that the fu- 


ture of the new Spain, internationally 
speaking, depends in large degree on 
the extent of German influence and 
the course of German politics. Spain 
may go where Hitler wishes— on the 
load of peace and neutrality or down 
the path of war.

— in such a situation as the one now 
prevailing in China, for instance — be- 
cause to do so would be to encourage 
the disregard of law and order.

World Trade a Necessity 


The Slate Department's argument on

This, in the Stale Depart- 
ment view, would compel us lo re- 
organize our enlire social and econom- 
ic structure. It would mean a lower 
living standard, lower wages, a per- 
manent and steadily-increasing un- 
employment problem. 


The administration has rejected that 


solution, and its foreign policy today 
reflects thai fact.

the eyes, occasional attacks of fatigue 
and weariness, slight attacks of dizzi- 
ness are not to be. considered as aci- 
dosis resulting from a bad diet,

When • real acidosis ia present, the 


breathing is deep and rapid, sometimes 
even noisy. The person is restless and 
tosses about in bed, inclining to be- 
come semi-conscious or unconscious. 
In many of these instances a signifi- 
cant lack of water in the tissues is 
apparent. This is particularly the case 
in babies who have suffered from 
much vomiting. 
Once the doctor has determined the

y control it promptly by adm!nistra« 
ion of tilkaline substances in large 
amounts, and in the case of cllnebetes 
xy giving insulin and a suitable diet.

cnrly disciples, had followed Jesus in 
the belief thdl Me wns going to set up 
on earth a kingdom in which they 
would have place and power, dis- 
covered that the plans and purposes of 
God nre not always revealed or man- 
ifested by fulfilling the ambitions of 
men. 


Through the suffering and death of 


his Master, Peter came to sec more 
deeply into God's purposes nnd into the 
meaning of life, and In his messages of 
comfort and inspiration to the dis- 
ciples the theme of suffering occupies 
an important place. 


Here he is interpreting for the early 


disciples the meaning of Christ's suf- 
ferings nnd death. He points out thnt 
the redemption of these Christians has 
not coinp easily, but it has been bought 
with a price, and above all with the 
precious blood of the crucified Christ. 


But this crucified Christ has risen 


again. He is n living Lord, nnd He 
has the power to purify the souls of 
those who believe in Him nnd who 
seek the way of life in obedience to 
the truth imd in unfeigned love of the 
brethern. 


Here again he returns to the theme 


in the last lesson, suggesting that ii 
man suffers it is better thnt he shoulc 
suffer for well-doing than' for evil- 
doing.

their parents. 


We cannot get 'away from these 


strange facts and mysteries of life, and 
as long as this mystery and fact of 
suffering is present with us, there will 
be great need of such teachings as 
Peter has given in these recent les- 
on and a the whole New/ Testament 
gives us. There is alike a helpful dis- 
cipline and a true blessedness for those 
who can meet their sufferings in the 
spirit of faith and trust, praying for 
courage and for peace and patience. 


The thoughtless person or the per-

Right Plants in Proper Locations Save Money

Eighth of a scries 


It costs the amateur gardener money 


to plant shrubs, trees, and perennial 
and annual flowers that fail to grow. 
The way to economize and get the 
mostfor your money is to plant the 
right varieties of plants in their proper 
locations. 


The soil condition must be such 


that there is drainage in the sub- 
soil and there must be available plant 
:ood in the soil near the roots. 


The next important requirement of 


plants is whether they need lots of j 
sun or whether they will grow in par- 
tial shade or dense shade. 


There is no use wasting money and 


energy in trying to grow annual flow- 
ers in shade. 
Some varieties will 


row in places that get only a few 
lours of sun a day, but most of them 
demand at least half a day of full 
unshine. Plant under tdees in woods- 
ike condition the kind of plants that 
naturally grow under such conditions. 
iVitch hazel, bush honeysuckle, and 
rivet are shrubs that will grow in 
hade, hemlocks, but never pines. All 
orts of spring bulbs will give spring 
olor because they bloom before the 
eaves of the trees come out. Rhodo- 
endrons and laurel will grow under 
ranches of trees if the soil is not of 
imestone formation. These plants de- 
mand an acid condition. 


In the summer the only low grow- 


ng plants that will grow in dense 
hade are ferns, trilliums, partrdige 
icrry, foam /lower, and other native 
ilants that grow naturally in the 
woods in your vicinity. 


If you want to plant evergreens on 
he north side of your house plant 
icmlocks and yews. If there is plenty 
i[ sun then any variety of arborvitae 
f pine will be healthy and grow. 
The best vines to grow in a shaded 


urea are honeysuckles and woodbine. 
*Jever try to grow roses or clematis 
where there is no morning sun. 


Perennial flowers such as dclphin- 
um, phlox, poenies, shusta daisies, 
and day lilies like morning sun. If 
hey are planted on the west of a high 
ledge they will not grow as well as if 
planted on the east side of a high 
ledge. It is not always possible to get 
auch a location on the small lot, but 
.he gardener is storing up grief and 
worries for himself and at the same 
time spending useless money to try 
to grow plants in a place that the 
plants themselves do not like. A 
plant in its wrong location is sub- 
ject to many more garden pests than 
one that is in its natural environment. 


Before planting any shrubs or plants 


study the conditions in your garden. 
If you have full sun you can graw 
many varieties. If here is partial 
shade then learn the names of plants 
that grow n&turally under such con- 
ditions.
